by gentlemen from the South, and not un- 
frequenlly by those of the North. The 
Constitution of Ohio declares that '‘man is ; 
created free, and is endowed by his Creator , 
with a right to the uninterrupted enjoyment j 
of life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness 

This Constitution my colleagues and 
myself have often sworn to support. How j 
then, we can call man property, and say' 
that as such he belongs to his fellow man, j 
is a matter which I cannot readily compre¬ 
hend. But it is said that Kentucky, and 1 
Ohio, are at variance with each odi-' 
er, and cannot be reconciled. Yet, sir, 
as I prefer the doctrine of our Constitution 
I may enjoy the blessing of liberty while 1 
remain in that Stale. If I prefer the slav¬ 
ery of Kentucky, I may go that State and 
participate in its privileges and live under ; 
her laws. While, then, the people of Ohio j 
cannot demand of me the adoption of their ! 
political faith, that man is endowed by his 
Creator with the right In enjoy his life and 
his liberty, neither can the people of Ken¬ 
tucky force upon tne, while a citizen of 
Ohio, the doctrine that men can hold prop- 
city in man. These laws of Kentucky are j 
in force within that State, but have no va¬ 
lidity in Kentucky. But it is said that we 
are bound to consider slaves as property 
because this law of the slave States has de¬ 
clared them such. If that be the case, 
then are the people of the slave States 
hound to consider man free, because the 
paramount law of Ohio has declared him 
so. Sir, our law is as binding upon the 
people of Kentucky as the laws of that 
Slate are upon the people of Ohio. We 
acknowledge no superiority in our sister 
State, nor do we claim nny for own. We 
stand upon the same level, enjoying equal 
rights, and maintaining an equal indepen¬ 
dence.- If she can demand of a portion 
of our substance to pay her people for the 
loss of slaves, may we not demand of her 
citizens a portion of their wealth to com¬ 
pensate our people for the loss of our sons, 
our brothers, our husbands, and fathers, 
killed in defending her-citizens, (perhaps 
her slaves) against a foreign enemy? Is 
the slave more important than a freeman ? 
Or is the loss of a slave of more Importance 
to the country than that of freeman ? Has 
the nation a deeper interest in the lives of 
slaves than it has in those of freemen ? 

That difference in the laws of the sever¬ 
al States existed at the formation of the 
Constitution- Had the framers of that in¬ 
strument intended to have overturned the 
doctrine of the free States, and of the civ¬ 
ilized world in this respect, tficy would 
have been likely to leave some evidences 
of that fact in the Constitution itself, or in 
the debates or the Convention that framed 
it. The distinction between persons and 
property, was drawn by the hand of God 
himself at the creation. That distinction 
cannot he obliterated by man. “The htt- 
inuii from divine” is distinct from all other 
earthly beings and things. This distinctii 
was sanctioned and established when the 
voice of the Almighty proclaimed to man, 
“Have dominion oner the fish of the sea and 
over the fowls of the air, and over the cattle, 
and over alt the earth, and over every creep¬ 
ing thing that creepeth upon the earth /” 

“This,” says Sir William Blnck'stone, 
•'was the origin of property.” It is found¬ 
ed upon the command of Heaven, and is 
totally unconnected wiili the laws of 


e Stales. This marked distinction be¬ 
tween persons and property has been ob¬ 
served by jurists, statesmen, and writers, 
from the earliest antiquity to the present 
day. In 1771) the Congress of these colo¬ 
nies declared “that all men are created free, 
and equal." The members of the Conven¬ 
tion that framed the Constitution were pro¬ 
foundly read in natural and municipal law, 
and well understood this fundamental dis¬ 
tinction. Mr. Madison, who is styled “the 
fuller of the Constitution,” has left on 
record his opinion, as expressed in the 
Convention. lie declared it “wrong to ad¬ 
mit slaves to be property." We h ive no 
intimation that an individual in the Con¬ 
vention differed from him. On this point 
so fur ns our information extends, there 
was no difference of opinion. On the con¬ 
trary, we have conclusive evidence that 
the distinction between persons and prop¬ 
erty was kept up by the language of the 
Constitution itself. In every instance 
where that instrument refers to the unfortu¬ 
nate class of people called slaves, they art 
characterized as persons. Thus, in fixing 
the ratio of representation in the 2d sec¬ 
tion of the 1st article, they are denomina¬ 
ted persons. When it grants to Congress 
power to suppress the slave trade, in sec 
tion 9, article 1, it characterized them as 
fersoks In section 2, article 4, in provi¬ 
ding for the recapture of fugitive slav 
they are again styled persons. But in 
instance are they alluded to as property 
It would really seem as though these 
facts could leave no room for cavil as to t 
light in which the Constitution of the U 
ted States regards them. If the Suprei 
Court of the United States could make this 
question more clear, l might cite thedecis- 
ion of Groves vs. Slaughter, reported in 
15th Peters, in which this point came be 
fore the Court, and it was said by justice 
McLean that although slaves may be by the 
laws of particular States declared properly, 
“yet the Federal Constitution regards them 
only ns persons." Batin my opinion t u " 
language of the Constitution is conclusit 
and cannot be made more apparent by i 
gurnent. In some of the States slaves a 
declared property. But the question ni 
before us is, do these laws overrule the laws 
of other States, and do they supersede the 
Federal Constitution 1 The Constitutions 
of the free States,that of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, the opinions of the civilized « 
the hand of Nature, the voice of God, have 

distinguished persons from property; and 

it is now too late for a particular State to 
overturn these authorities, and force upon 
us that man is property , or that property ,s 
man. It cannot he done. My friend in 
front of me (Mr. Howard, of Michigan) 
savs it cannot he done short of a “oil! ot 
side from the Almighty.” But, Mr. Speak¬ 
er should such an instrument he pioqucecl, 
I would at once deny its authenticity.

Mr. Giddings resumed. I regret, Mr.

I hope to control my own 
feelings, let others do as they may. I have 
said what I desired to say upon the subject 
man holding man as property. There 
„, however, another view of the question 
to which I wish to call the attention of the 
House. It is this: that we do not possess 
the constitutional right to involve the peo 
pie of the free States in the expense, the 
disgrace, or the guilt of slavery. With 
them it is a matter of principle and of con¬ 
science. They will not consent to be in¬ 
volved in slavery, unless they are consti¬ 
tutionally liable to be made participators 
in that institution. 

I deny that they are thus liable. I lay 
it down as a principle well established— 
one that is not to be denied or doubted, 
that by our Federal Constitution no power 
was delegated to Congress to involve the 
people of the free State in the expense, the 
guilt, or the disgrace of that institution.-— 
l have or. a former occasion staled some 
jf my views upon this point; but I trust 
he House will bear with me, if, upon the 
present occasion, I again refer to the doc¬ 
trine which I trust will at no distant day 
knowledged as a fundamental pnnei- | 
pie of this Government. In order to be 
understood, I will refer to the situation of 
;everal States prior to the adoption of 
Constitution. At that period each 
5 exercised supreme and unlimited I 
power over the institution of shivery with- 
ils own limits. Each possessed the power 
continue or abolish it without inlerfer- 
ce or interruption from nny olhet power 
earth. Virginia held her slaves subject 
ly to the laws of that State. Mussachu- 
Its enjoved her freedom in the same utir 
uited and supreme degree. Virginia 
uld not cull upon Massachusetts to share 
with her any portion of the expense, the 
disgrace, or the guilt ol slavery. Nor 
nuld Congress, under the old Confedern- 
on, involve Massachusetts to any extent 
whatever in that institution. If the slaves 
of Virginia were killed or lost, or ran a»ay 
their masters, her people sustained 
the loss, if any; nor could they throw any 
part of it upon tho people of Massachusetts. 
The people of the latter Stale enjoyed their 
freedom entirely exempt from tho restric¬ 
tion* of slavery. Her people were not II 
able to he called upou to contribute their 
(unds to pay for the bones anti sinews ol 
their fellow men in violation of their moral 
principles. 

At the formation ol (he Constitution the 
people of each Slate entertained their own 
views concerning slavery. The North 
were opposed to that institution. The 
South deemed it necessary for their pros¬ 
perity. The same conflicting views and 
interests existed at tliaFs)itt*rio(l that exists 
at this day. The Northern states were 
anxious [or the abolition of slavery. The 
Southern States refused to adopt the Con¬ 
stitution, if, by so doing, the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment were to have any power over it. 
Virginia would not entrust iter slavery to 
the control of the Fedeial Government, 
nor could Massachusetts entrust the liberty 
of her people to that pow er, 

On the subject of slavery each State, 
therefore, retained to itself its whole pow¬ 
er concerning that institution. Delega¬ 
ting no portion of those powers to the 
Federal Government, except the power to 
legislate so lar as to enable the owners oj 
|fugitive slaoes to recapture them. This 
1 power was expressly given in the Consti¬ 
tution, nod its existence there is as strong 
a negative of the exigence of all other 
powers as could haie been expressed by 
any language whatever. It therefore fol¬ 
lows that at this day we have no more pow¬ 
er to apply the public funds to pay for 
slaves than Congress possessed under the 
old articles of Confederation. We h ive 
no more power lo take a slave from his 
master now than the old Congress lord.— 
The citizen of Virginia at this day holds 
his slave as independent of the Federal 
Government as he did prior to the adoption 
' ~ .litutii

freedom. I am ready to take jurisdiction 
of- it whenever I can satisfy myself that 
we can constitutionally do so. 

When we once commence legislation in 
regard to slavery, I hope and trust we 
shall speak of “ natural rights,” of “ hu¬ 
man liberty,” and of the crime of holding 
our fellow-men in bondage. W hen we 
talk of slavery, I trust it will be to exe¬ 
crate it, to abolish it, and not to discuss the 
propriety of encouraging its continuance 
a*, the expense of this Goveroment and ol 
the free States, or in any oilier manner. 1 

I move to recommit the hill, with in¬ 
structions to the committee which reported 
it, to iusert a proviso that nothing contain¬ 
ed in it shall authorize the payment for any 
slave killed, taken, or carried off by the 
American army, or any person belonging 
thereto, or accompanying the same.

Nor have we any more constitutional 
right to involve the people of the free 
States in the expense of slavery, or in the 
moral guilt of paying a slaveholder for 
loosing his gra'pupon his fellow-man, than 
we have to lake money Irom the people of 
Great Britain for that object. Sir, We 
should, violate the rights of the people of 
Canada in no greater degree, if we were 
to compel them to aid in the payment for 
lost slaves, than we shall those of the free 
States, il we compel them to contribute 
for the same purpo-e. Sir, the right ofen- 
joying our personal liberty and the right of 
continuing slavery, were State interests 
which were never brought into the political 
copartnership. They constitute no portion 
of our joint capital; nor can they be reach¬ 
ed by the acts of our political firm. We, 
acting for the joint interests of all the 
States, cannot interfere with either the 
slavery of the South or the liberty of the 
North. The power to do this has uever 
seen delegated to us. Its exercise would 
be a usurpation—a palpable violation of 
the Constitution, a subversion ol the rights 
of the people upon whom it is exercised. 
If we have power to involve the people of 
the free States in this payment of slaves 
to any extent, we have the right to exert 
precisely ihe same power and to the same j 
extent for the abolitiun of>4avery in Ihe ] 
slave States.

The Boston Methodist Anti-Slavery Con¬ 
vention. 

Mr. Editor:—It is known to many of your 
renders, that 1 was absent Irom onr annual 
meeting attending the Methodist A. S. Couv 
tion at Boston. They will doubtless be grati¬ 
fied to see some account of our doings. I 
have not, however, much to say; preferring 
that our works should praise us. The resolu¬ 
tions, which 1 herewith communicate, you will 
perceive take bold and high Ami Slavery 
ground. We give no quarters to pacification 
or a sickly expediency. There was evidemly 
manifested in ihe convention, a determination 
to drive slavery from the church in n constitu¬ 
tional way ; not by destroying the church, but 
in the regular exercise of her legislative and 
executive power, to purify the church from the 
foul stains of slavery. 

The resolutions were passed wiili great 
unanimiiy, except the 4lh. “This resolution 
called out nil animated and protrncted debt 
a motion to strike out the concluding clause,” 
all after the word “abolitionists, 
thought that it was impolitic to throw out, vvliat 
might he construed into a threat of division.— 
The object of the convention was not to divide 
the church, or threaten a division, b 
m it. This clause of the resolulio 
I think, have passed, had the vote no> been 
taken at the time it was, when many of the del 
agates were gone to dinner, it being a hue hour 
dinner, when ihe vote Was taken. There 
s evidently manifested on the part of a 
large portion of the Convention, who came from 
die city of Spindles, a spirit of radicalism.- 
Had it not been for this spirit, our convenor 
would have been one of great harmony. The 
statistics contained in the 13lh resoiui 
the number of slaves held by Methodists, may 
astonish many. And indeed it is a matter of 
astonishment, that this abomination should 
found so much favor in the bosom of the 
church. But that resolution does not tell the 
whole story. I have no doubt but that if 
correct calculation Was made from proper data 
that it would be found, that the Baptists hold 
quite as many. The Presbyterians nearly 
many ; and other denominations quite a3 ir 
ny in prop irtion to their numbers. I am f 
ly confident that your estimate in the annual 
report of the Maine A. S. Society, of the 
number of slaves held hv the various church¬ 
es, except the Methodist, is quite too low. The 
calculations made by the convention with ref- 
irence to rur own chuich (am 
calculation ofthe number of slaves held by 
other churches) is very near coirect. I have 
no desire that the Methodists should have 
more glory in this business than belongs, tc 
them. The Rev. James Smylie a Presbyteri¬ 
an minister in Mississippi says: 

If slavery be a sin, and advertising and 
apprehending slaves with a view to re

You doubtless recollect that, at our late 
tiutual meeting when a resolution was in- 
roduced, fixing on the probable number of j 
daves owned and held hy members of the 
different churches, making in all about 450, 
000, that 1 suggested some inquiries as n 
the data on which that calculation was made 
and some doubt as to its correctness—1 
ing for example the M. E- Church, which 
ras supposed to own among its meutbr— 
80,000. 1 supposed that calculation t 

made from the report of thc minu'es of 
conferences, which exhibit 80,000 colored 
members. I maintained that it did not follow 
from that exhibited, that they were all slaves, 
or if they were that they were all owned by 
methodists—that the basis of calculation 
therefore, unsafe. That number or 
more might he owned by Methodists, i 
less number, I could not tell, from the report 
of the minutes. I expressed some doubt 
whether so large a number of slaves were 
owned by members of the M. E. C., and that 
if the calculation w as w rong with regard to 
the M E. C., it might be with regard to 
others. 

But at the late M. A. S. convention held 
in Boston, a calculation seems to have been 
made of the number of slaves owned bv 
minirlers and members of the M. E. Church 
which far, very far exceeds that alluded to 
above.

When his grave was opened, half 
century afterward, the ribbon was found 
perfect preservation, and sent to his sislet 
England. When it was known that the s 
coplutgus containing his remains had arrit 
in New York, on its way to London, many la¬ 
dies sent garlands and emblematic devices, to 
he wreathed around it, in memory of the ‘be¬ 
loved and lamented Andre.’ lit their compas¬ 
sionate hearts the teachings of nature were un- 
perverted by maxims of war, or that selfish 
jealousy which dignifies itself with the name 
ol patriotism. 

At the loot of the em inence, where the gal¬ 
lows had been erected, we found an old Dutch 
farm house, occupied by a man who witnessed 
the execution, and whose father often sold 
peaches to the utilmppy prisoner. Ho con- 
tinned the accounts of Andre’s uncommon 
personal beauty, and had a vivid remembrance 
of the pate but calm heroism with which he 
iiis un'iinely death. Every thing about 
dwelling was antiquated. Two prim pic¬ 
tures of George III. aud his homely queen ta¬ 
ken at the period when we owed allegiance to 
them, as ‘the government ordained of God,’ 
marked plainly the progress of art since that 
period ; for the portraits of Victoria,on our cot¬ 
ton spools, are graceful in comparison.
